Historical Prejudices Giving Way to 
a Better Understanding 


In this latest addition to the series 
of University of Chicago war papers, 
the author, Dr. Conyers Rea 
that among the allies of the United 
States on the western front in 
France, England is regarded with 
least favor by the Americans of the 
‘middle west. This dislike of the Eng- 
lish he regards as especially unfor- 
tunate at the present time, when the 
Prosecution of the war demands the 
closest co-operation and sympathy 
between the English and ourselves. 
The historical prejudice against 
England, however, he believes is for- 
tunately giving way to a better und- 
erstanding of the part England has 
played in the making of America. 
We must not forget the fundamental 
fact, he says, that during the forma- 
tive period of our national growth 
we were essentially English in lang- 
uage, laws, habits of echt. and 
standards of right and wrong; and 


this has given our“nation its charac- 
ter, which the revolution did not 
change, 


The author regards as of peculiar 
significance the fact that we have 
lived next door to England in peace 
for over a hundred years, and that 
there has grown up between us a 


conception of international relation- 


ship different from the conceptions 
current in the Old World. We ac- 
cept this relationship with her as 
one of our great national assets. 

England has a special claim 34 
our intelligent understanding, r. 
Read asserts, because she is the 
reat European exponent of our 
emocratic ideals of government. It 
is hard for Americans to comprehend 
that popular government can find ex- 
Pression in other forms besides that 
of a republic. But the power that is 
nominally the English king’s is re- 
ally exercised by a group af minis- 
ters who are nothing more than an 
executive committee of the English 
house of commons. Nowhere in the 
world perhaps during the last ten 
years has the land-holding  aristoc- 
racy suffered more severely from 
hostile legislation than in England; 
and nowhere has recent legislation 
been more liberal in providing for 
the necessities of the poor and pre- 
venting the exploitation of the poor 
by the rich,

ca and England should fight side by 
side in the war to make the world 
safe for democracy is the fact that 
Engiish ideals of government are our 
ideals, and that England has quite as 
fair a claim as we have to be num- 
ered among the great democracies 
of the world.

Life at a Standstill 


'Chaotic Condition of Affairs as a 
Result of Bolsheviki Ideas 


William Martin, writing to the 
Swiss Journal de Geneve, gives the 
following gloomy picture of condi- 
tions in Russia at the present mo- 
ment: 

“Economic life has stopped com- 
pletely. The strike has become gen- 
eral, The few offices that help in the 
search for employment are directed 
by illiterate and dishonest) workmen, 
Trotzky himself; at a recent confér- 
ence held in Moscow, said: ‘Il am 
compelled to admit that the results 
obtained by the workmen are, cqual 
to nothing.’ 

“The ~efficials of the old govern- 
ment agree to do hard work to earn 
their living. Manufactttted products 
are lacking because they are not be- 
ing manufactured; food provisions 
are lacking because the farmers are 
keeping their products for themsel- 
ves. In addition, the means of trans- 
portation are lacking, and the money, 
‘which is being concealed. 

“Nobody carries any money to the 
confiscated banks, which mane slowly 
being emptied. In Moscow alone the

The English left that to 
the workman. You can’t Jeave it to 
a machine. After the thousands of 
drawings, the thousands of machines, 
jigs, fixtures, dies, ete.

The country is now passing through 
a’period of industrial unrest as is evid- 
enced by the widespread demands of 
labour for increase in Wages, Soha 
in some cases large sums. This ifs a 
natural outgrowth of the high cost of 
food and clothing and of the scarcity 
of labour, but it is imperative at this 
critical time to employ our industrial 
resources to the greatest advantage, 
hence wise mediation in settling diffi- 
culties as regards prices or wages was 
never so imperative. The inachinery 
of which our transportation system is 
an essential part, must be kept running 
to its full capacity. Any shortcoming 
in this respect would be indicative of 
greater concern on our part for ma- 
terial considerations than for our re- 
sponsibility to our men in the field and 
to our Allies. It would, however, be 
a reflection upon the capacity of the 
leaders of labour and upon our busifess 
men and also upon their loyalty to the 
great cause for which we are fighting, 
if the production of food and ntuntions 
were seriously interrupted because of 
their inability to solve these problems 
Questions of profit, wages and per- 
sonal comfort are quite secondary to 
that of the defence of the country. 
No sacrifice in these matters made by 
our soldiers. Their confidence in our 
support should not be weakened by 
disputes at.home,as to. remuneration 
for civilian services under conditions 
involing neither privation nor risk.’ 


front it becomes more apparent that 
there is little hope of changing the 
German defeat into a disaster. by 
cutting off the army of the Crown 
Prince in the Soissons salient.

The scarcity of babor, coupled. with 
the constantly increasing cost of 
living puts the situation largerly in 
the hands of the tien, the big difficulty 
being that every increase granted 
reacts at once in increased prices fo) 
necessities. One thing is certain, and 
that is that the most ‘rigid economy 
must be practiced in every walk of 


life. Some system should be evolved, 
however to avoid strikes. The waste 
incurred is too extensive to be much 
longer tolerated, 


RE LETTERS TO PRISONERS 
Private correspondence for destin- 


emy—excepting enemy occupied Bel- 
gium and the enemy occupied parts of 
France—may now be addressed direct 
in the ordinary way instead of being 
forwarded through an authorized in- 
termediary. Such correspondence, 
however, must only deal with private 
news and will be subject to censorship. 
Items which contain any information 
whatever in regard to military, econ- 
omic or political conditions obtaining 
in Canada or in any allied countries 
or which contains undesirable infor- 
mation of any kind will be detained.

GRAFT IN JAPAN 


Here is one of the ways that graft 
works in Japan: If one desires a 
telephone in that lovely land, he must 
apply to have it installed from ten to 
fifteen years ahead of the time he 
will be ready to use it; so the best way 
to go about it is to buy the right of 
one already installed, which in Tokyo 
costs from seven to. eight hundred 
dollars. And sometimes, if you are 
just an ordinary citizen, a telephone 
over the eighteen miles between Tokyo 
and Yokohama will take anywhere 
from six to ten hours for connection 
unless you are *‘ in the know.” 


WHY SHIPS ARE NEEDED
